to meddle with, and that the Roman Catholick 
Cantons could not pretend to concern themfclves in 
it, becaufe they had already made themfelves of 


| a Party by owning the Duke of Anjou for King of 


Spain, and even making a Treaty with him, which 
was inconfiftent with the Neutrality they fhould 
be in for fuch an Office.

From the Paris Gazette, dated Auguft7. 
Paris, Auguft 7. The gth cf this Monh the 
Count de Brioune, and the Sieur de Santor Intro- 
ductur of Ambaffadors, went to che Houfe of Car- 
dinal Gualterio the Pope’s Nu: cio, and conducted 
him in ‘he King’s and the Dutchefs of Burgundy’s 
Coaches to Vertailies, where he fvund in his Paflage, 
througo the outermoft Court of the Palace, the’ 
Compsnies of French and Swifs Guards under Arms, 
the Urums beating : In the Court were the Guards 
of the Gate and thofe of the Provofthhip at their 
Pofts, under Arms. After the King was rifen, the .f 
Abbox i’a fionei the Pope’s piivy Chamberlain, who 


‘brought from Rome the Cap fot the new Cardinal, |) 


was conducted to a publick Audience of his Ma- 
jefty, and prefented to him a Leuer from his Holy- 


neis. The King went to the Chappel, and when 4 
Mafs was almoft over, the Cardinal cloath’d in 
Purple, with his Rocher, Camail, and Mantlet, in 


which he came from his Houfe, was conducted thi- | 
ther by the Count de Brionne aad the Sieurde ¢» oH 
Sainctor, and was receiv’d there by the Sievr de ij 
Granges Matter of the Ceremonies. He was plac’d ii 
by the King’s Side. The Abbot Paffionei return’d 

the Pope’s Letter into the Cardinal's Hands, and 9 
taking up a Silver-gilt Bafon in winch was the Cap, a} 
prefented it to the King. His Majefty took the 
Cap and put it upon the Cardinal's Head, who re- 
ceiv'd it with a very low Obeifance, and immedi- 
ately uncover'd agen. While the King was walking 
our of the Chappel, the Cardinal went imo the 
Sacrifty, and put on his Scarlet Veftments, with the 
Rocher, Camail, and Manilec : And then rejoyn’d val 
his Majefty, being conducted by the Introductor i 
and the Mafter of the Ceremonies. His Majefty did i 
him the Honour to make him dine wih him. The “> 
King being feated at Table, the Cardinal fat down et 
at 4 Places diftant from him, on the fame Side with q 
his Majefty. He was ferv’d by the Sieur Felix 4 
Comptroller General of the King’s Honufhold, and 
the Services were alike. The King being minded ‘, 
to drink the Pope’s Health, rofe wp and uncover'd, 
then fitting down agen he drank cover’d, the Cardi- ag 
nal ftanding in the mean time and uncover’d. Then 
his Eminency fitting down and rifing agen, drank 
his Majefty’s Health ftanding and uncoverd. Afcer 
Dinner, the Cardinal follow’d his Majefty into his 
Clofet, and return’d him Thanks for the oe 
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bad receiv’d. Resiring from the King’s Apartment, 
“he found in his Paffage through the Hall the Guards 
ftanding in 2 Lines and under Arms. He went from 
thence, conducted in the. fame Manner, to the A- 
partment of the Durchefs of Burgundy, who re- 
ceiv'd him ftanding, and he faluted her ; and being 
feated in the Middle of the Circle, he made bis 
Compliments to Her. He was afcerwards conducted 
tro Madam che Durchefs of Orleans, and was re- 
ceiv'd with the Ceremonies ufual on fuck an 
Occafion. At his Departure from Verfailles he had 
the fame Honours thewn him by the Guards as at 
his Arrival, and was reconducted to his Houle by 
| the Sieur Sainctot in the fame Coaches.
